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Democrats Outnumber Republicans 
But Close Races Are Expected Here 

Democratic candidates are expected to take advantage of 
their party’s almost 3 to 1 edge in registration in the balloting 
in Greenbelt next Tuesday, November 5. Of Greenbelt’s 6,699 
eligible voters, 4,568 (68%) are Democratic, 1,613 (24%) are 
Republican, and 518 (8%) are unaffiliated or minor party. These 
ratios vary only slightly from precinct to precinct, with Center 
school having relatively a few more Democrats. Two years 
ago, Democrats had a 66-26 ratio edge, with 8 percent unaffili¬ 
ated. 


Despite the Democratic regis¬ 
tration edge, close Greenbelt votes 
are expected in at least three con¬ 
tests, and in one a Republican 
absolute majority is not at all un¬ 
likely. This is the race for the 
6-year term as U.S. Senator now 
held by Republican Charles McC. 
Mathias, Jr,, who is being chal¬ 
lenged by Democrat Barbara A. 
Mikulski. In 1968, Mathias car¬ 
ried Greenbelt by a 54% majority 
and won the State by over 100,000 
votes. 

A second close contest is ex¬ 
pected to take place for county 
executive between Republican in¬ 
cumbent William W. Gullett and 
Democrat challenger Winfield M. 
Kelly, Jr. The third is the fight 
between Democrat Gladys Noon 

Spellman and Republican John B. 
Burcham, Jr. for the Congression¬ 
al House seat from the 5th Dis¬ 
trict being vacated by Republican 
Lawrence Hogan. The Greenbelt 
vote for the House seat for the 
last two elections shows a rising 
Republican vote: 

Rep. Bern. Rep.% 

1970 2,350 2,690 46.6 

1972 3,740 3,093 54.7 

Representative Hogan carried 
the Fifth District in 1970 by 31,000 
votes and in 1972 by 35,000 votes. 
It would appear that Mrs. Spell¬ 
man would have to carry Green ¬ 
belt by at least a 60 percent ma¬ 
jority if the Greenbelt vote is to 
be a harbinger of a Spellman vic¬ 
tory for the entire District. 

One race of interest to Green- 
belters especially is that for the 
three House seats for the General 
Assembly from the 24th District, 
because of the presence of a for¬ 
mer Greenbelt council member — 
Elizabeth K. Maffay — on the 
Republican ticket. The intraparty 
wounds left by the tough Demo¬ 
cratic primary battle for this Dis¬ 
trict is expected to cut down the 
Democratic vote in Greenbelt. 

Another former Greenbelt coun¬ 
cil member on the ballot — Dem¬ 
ocrat Francis W. White running 
for another term on the county 
council — is not expected to have 
much opposition in Greenbelt. 

What proportion of the eligibles 
will vote is uncertain. In frhe 
Presidential election of 1972, about 
86 percent of the registered vo¬ 
ters cast ballots. In the last off- 
year election of 1970, 59 percent 
of the voters turned out.

Council Agenda 
A Mixed Bag

Routine matters were dealt with 
at the October 17 meeting of the 
city council. The city’s Advisory 
Planning Board submitted its re¬ 
port on bikeways. Three recom¬ 
mendations were received by coun¬ 
cil: 1) Construction of an eight- 
foot bikeway to accommodate two- 
way bike traffic in conjunction with 
the building of new roads or a 
separate bike path right-of-way; 
2) Amend street width specifica¬ 
tions to add an additional five to 
eight feet of right-of-way for bike 
paths; 3) Request the Prince Ge¬ 
orges county planning board and 
county council to review their road 
specifications to provide hiker-bi¬ 
ker trails within street right-of- 
ways. Council will discuss the is¬ 
sue at a future meeting. 

Council approved an appropria¬ 
tion of $320,000 for construction of 
the Springhill Lake Recreation 
Center. 

Financial Disclosure 

The financial disclosure ordin¬ 
ance was amended to clarify pro¬ 
perty that should be reported and 
the names of other owners, par¬ 
ticularly as relates to cooperative 
and condominium properties. City 
Manager James Giese also repor¬ 
ted that city officials required to 
file a financial disclosure form 
have done so. 

Councilman Charles Schwan pro¬ 
posed an Ad Hoc Committee of 
Citizens be formed to review the 
city’s pay plan. The other coun¬ 
cilmen, however, wished to pursue 
the city manager’s recommenda¬ 
tion of seeking out the Maryland 
Department of Economic and Com¬ 
munity Development to work on 
such a study, Schwan also agreed, 
but did not rule out the citizen’s 
group if the State failed to pro¬ 
vide the detailed technical review 
which Schwan was seeking. 

Tax Appeal 

A resident of Greenbelt, Louis 
Lushine, appeared before council 
to appeal the City Treasurer’s de¬ 
cision relating to his request for 
tax credit. Lushine qualified in all 
respects, except that of income 
which exceeded the $5,000 limi¬ 
tation specified in the city’s or¬ 
dinance. The only exemptions from 
this income provided in the or¬ 
dinance are benefits received from 
the social security and railroad 
retirement programs. 

Although council could provide 
no relief for Lushine at this time, 
it did agree to consider amending 
the ordinance by upping the in¬ 
come level to $7,000 and by ex¬ 
empting other pensions. 

An ordinance regarding control 
of beverage containers was delay¬ 
ed until a decision, expected soon, 
from the Court of Appeals on Bo¬ 
wie’s beverage control legislation. 
The city manager was also direc¬ 
ted to write a letter to the En¬ 
vironmental Protection Agency 
concerning regulations on parking 
supply management. The new reg¬ 
ulations. if adopted, would mean 
that EPA would review all new 
parking facilities above 250 spaces. 
The rationale is that with fewer 
parking spaces there would be 
fewer cars — thus less pollution and 
reduced energy consumption. Giese, 
however, felt that reduced park¬ 
ing spaces would lead to clogged 
streets and illegal parking. He 
recommended improved public 
transportation. 

1-95 Statement 

Council agreed to present a 
statement at a public hearing on 
November 6 regarding 1-95. Coun¬ 
cil wants the Baltimore-Washing¬ 
ton Parkway to remain two lanes 
— or in no case more than three 
lanes between the Beltway and the 
district line. It does not want 


6,700 Greenbelters Registered 
To Vote In General Election 


Major Contests 

About 6,700 Greenbelt residents 
will be eligible to vote in the Gen¬ 
eral Election next Tuesday, No¬ 
vember 5. This number is con¬ 
siderably below the 8,500 who were 
registered two years ago for the 
Presidential election. At stake this 
year are the Maryland Governor¬ 
ship, a United States Senator, a 
Congressman from the 5th Dist¬ 
rict, the county delegation to An¬ 
napolis, the county council, and 
other county offices. 

The polls will be open from 7 
a.m. to 8 p.m. in three precincts: 
Center School (third precinct); 
North-End School (sixth precinct); 
and Springhill Lake Elementary 
School (eighth precinct). Voters 
are reminded that they are eligi¬ 
ble to vote if they have partici¬ 
pated in any Greenbelt General 
Election (not city) within the past 
five years. 

At the State level, Greenbelters 
will choose between Democratic 
incumbent Marvin Mandel and 
Republican Louise Gore for the 
four-year gubernatorial term and 
between Republican incumbent 
Charleis McC. Mathias, Jr. and 
Democrat Barbara Mikulski for 
the six-year Senatorial term. 

For the Congressional House 
seat, the battle is between Demo¬ 
crat Gladys Noon Spellman and 
Republican John B. Burcham, Jr. 
The contest for three Maryland 
House of Delegates seats from ,the 
24th District will see Democrats 
Gerard F. Devlin, Leo E. Green, 
and David Gray Ross pitted a- 
gainst Republicans Edward A. 
Cooney, Elizabeth K. Maffay, and 
Audrey E. Scott. Mrs Maffay is a 
two-term former councilwoman 
from Greenbelt. 

At the county level, the major 
contest is for the four-year term 
as county executive between Re¬ 
publican incumbent William W. 
Gullett and Democrat challenger 
Winfield M. Kelly, Jr. Greenbelt 
voters will also cast ballots for 11 
county council members for four- 
year terms. 

Running for the six at-large 
county council seats are Demo¬ 
crats Samuel W. Bogley, David 
G. Hartlove, Francis B. Francois. 
Sarah Ada Koonce. Francis W. 
White, and Floyd E. Wilson ag¬ 
ainst Republicans Martin Andrew 
Aragona, Thomas D. Chambers. 
Paul T. Clevenger, Lawrence F. 
Daum, Edgar R. Erdman, and 
Jo Ann Hennigsen. White is the 
former mayor of Greenbelt. 

Running from the five council- 
manic districts are Democrat 
Frank P. Casula vs. Republican 
Margaret J. Speicher (District 1); 
Democrat Parris N. Glendening 
(unopposed District 2); Democrat 
Gerard T. McDonough vs. Repub¬ 
lican Claude Mathis (District 3); 
Democrat Darlene Z. White vs. 
Republican Ronald R. Reeder 
(District 4); and Democrat Willi 
am B. Amonett vs. Republican 
Lucille B. Potts (District 5). Al¬ 
though Greenbelt is located in 
District 1. Greenbelt voters wifi 
cast ballots for all the council 
seats. 

The onlv other county contest is 
for sheriff between Democrat Don 
Edward Ans°ll and Republican 
William N. McKeever, Jr. 

Because there are 22 referen¬ 
dum-type Questions on the ballot, 
election officials are urging citi¬ 
zens to vote during the dav to 
avoid the evening rush. Under 
polling rules, voters waiting in 
line at 8 p.m. are permitted to 
vote, but any voters joining the 
linp after that time will not be 
able to vote.

Referenda 

In addiion to pasting baltats 
for candidates, Greenbelt voters 
will have the opportunity at 
Tuesday’s general election to ap¬ 
prove or disapprove 13 proposed 
State constitutional amendments, 
a program of State aid to non¬ 
public schools, 2 county charter 
changes, and 6 local referendum 
proposals. 

Probably of most local interest 
is the question involving Abe Pol¬ 
ling Capital Centre sports arena 
which was placed on the ballot by 
petition. Voters will be asked to 
decide if the county should have 
transferred $2 million from the 
fund for its new administrative 
building to access roads and sewer 
facilities for the Largo complex. 
Since most of the money has been 
spent, a negative vote would raise 
the specter of financial liability on 
the part of the county council and 
the executive. 

The two charter changes involve 
a provision for adopting the an¬ 
nual budget by May 15 and for 
clarifying certain charter provi¬ 
sions and making other changes 
recommended by a Charter Review 
Committee. 

The other local referendum que¬ 
stions involve county bond issues 
to finance (1) health and solid 
waste facilities, including a recy¬ 
cling center ($13.3 million); (2) 
roads, bicycle paths, etc. ($25 mil¬ 
lion); (3) hospitals, including the 
Greater Laurel Hospital ($44.8 mil¬ 
lion) : (4) community college, edu¬ 
cation. library, and general gov¬ 
ernmental facilities ($33.4 mil¬ 
lion) ; and (5) police, fire and de¬ 
tention facilities ($8.4 million). 
The latter includes improvements 
in the Greenbelt fire station along 
with 7 other fire stations in the 
county. 

The bond issues involves 2 % 
years of construction plans, since 
no mor^ bonding authority can 
be requested again until the next 
general election in 1976 and no 
other bonds pledging the countv's 
credit can be sold in Prince Ge¬ 
orges name under the provisions 
of a 1972 Charter amendment.

The State constitutional amend¬ 
ments include an increase in the 
Governor’s salary from $25,000 to 
$45,000; more liberalized rules for 
absentee voting; clarification of 
residency requirements for legis¬ 
lative candidates, including reduc¬ 
tion of residence requirement 
from 3 to 1 years; adoption of un¬ 
iform procedures for removal or 
suspension of elected officials con¬ 
victed of crimes; clarification of 
the procedure for the presenting, 
signing, and vetoing of bills; al¬ 
lowance of greater flexibility in 
handling allegation of miscon¬ 
duct by judges; authorization for 
State disbursals of funds other 
than bv check (thus permitting a 
warrant system); and strength¬ 
ening the present requirement 
that the State government have 
a balanced budget. 

Five of the constitutional am end- 
mens deal with local issues none 
of which affect Prince Georges 
but the Maryland constitution pro¬ 
vides that these items must be 
on the ballot in all counties and 
voted on by all the voters in the 
State. 
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Cable TV Advisory Comm. 
Reports to the Community 

This is the third in a series of three articles dealing with the 
advisability of cable television in Greenbelt . These articles, pre¬ 
pared by the Greenbelt Cable Television Advisory Committee, 
are intended to inform residents on this subject of Cable TV in 
preparation for an opinion survey which will be distributed in 
a location adjacent to the polls on election day, Nov. 5, 1974. 


On November 5, Greenbelt vo¬ 
ters will be asked to complete a 
short questionnaire on their opin¬ 
ion of the future of Cable TV in 
Greenbelt. 

Persons completing this ques¬ 
tionnaire should keep in mind the 
following advantages of a cable 
system in Greenbelt: 

1) multiple cables allowing for 
reception up to 40 channels; 

2) local programming possibili¬ 
ties for organizations, citizen 
groups, and agencies; 

3) broadcast capabilities mak¬ 
ing neighborhood information 
and advertising possible for lo¬ 
cal businesses. 

Alternatively, some of the draw 
backs and disadvantages which 
need to be considered are: 

1) adequacy of present commer ¬ 
cial broadcast reception in Green¬ 
belt; 

2) cost of the initial installation 
of a cable system; 

3) cost of maintenance of such 
a system; 

4) control of franchise and pro¬ 
gramming operation. 

Through the easy-to-complete 

questionnaire, the Greenbelt Cable 
TV Advisory Committee members 
(Carol Ann Breyer Mary Lou 
Raines, Thomas Greer, James 
Shaughnessy, Councilman Thomas 
White, and Assistant City Manag 
er Dennis Piendak) hope to ga : 
insight into the attitudes of 
Greenbelt citizens. 

The survey results will be in¬ 
corporated into the committee’s 
final report to city council on the 
feasibility of Cable Television in 
Greenbelt. 

The questionnaires will address 
itself to the interest in Cable TV 
for Greenbelt, the willingness of 
subscribers to pay a fee for cable 
services (today, costs average $6.00 
to $8.00 a month in places which 
use Cable TV), and their sugges¬ 
tions for possible programming. 


C/ir/sfmas Mailing Dates 

By Nov. 1 all surface and space 
available mail to armed forces in 
Ethiopia, Iran, Israel, Saudi Ara¬ 
bia and Turkey should be mailed, 
also international surface parcels 
to Africa and the Near East.

Highway Committee Holds 
Public Meeting Nov. 6 

The State Highway Administra¬ 
tion has established an interag¬ 
ency review committee, including 
the city of Greenbelt, to study 
recommendations of its consult¬ 
ants regarding future improve¬ 
ment- in the Baltimore-Washing- 
ton Parkway. The consultants are 
charged with providing an envir¬ 
onmental impact statement and de¬ 
sign concept plan for the improve¬ 
ments by April 1976. 

The impact study of the improve¬ 
ments is scheduled to carry one- 
half the way to U.S. Route 29 
and an equal distance the other 
way. The proposal to route 1-95 
to the B W. Parkway is not part 
of this study which will concen¬ 
trate on interchange needs and 
traffic impact. 

The goal of the improvement is 
to develop improved safety and 
geometries while still maintaining 
the parkway characteristics. As 
part of the study, noise will be 
measured at 100 locations along 
the road and air quality will be 
measured in 10 locations. 

After the study is completed, it 
is expected that an additional 2 
years will be necessary to prepare 
detailed engineering plans. There¬ 
fore, the estimate is that it will be 
a minimum of 4 years before the 
project reaches the contract stage. 

The first public hearing on the 
subject, called Project Initiation 
Meetings, will be held on Tuesday, 
November 6 at Greenbelt Junior 
High School at 7:30 p.m.

Spellman's Role In Gr'nhelt 

Vo tiie Editor: 

Greenbelt, as well as oHher cities, 
counties and states, owes much to 
Gladys Spellman. She played a 
very large rale in developing and 
refining the federal revenue shar¬ 
ing program under which states 
and local governments receive funds 
to support vital services. Nor did 
her part stop there. As President 
of the National Association of Coun¬ 
ties (NACO) — the nationwide or¬ 
ganization of which more than 3 000 
counties are members — she met 
with Congressional leaders to ex¬ 
plain the program and to gain their 
support for it. Thereafter, still in 
her role as President of NACO, 
she visited 32 states to explain to 
local government officials what they 
were entitled to, how they could 
use the federal assistance and how 
to secure it. 

In Greenbelt, we have used fed¬ 
eral revenue sharing funds to pay 
in part for personnel expenditures 
for various services, for increased 
landfill costs, for purchase of new 
equipment and for construction of 
the Spririghill Lake Recreation 
Center. Without such assistance 
we should have had to choose «a- 
mong cutting services we consid¬ 
ered necessary, increasing property 
taxes sharply and issuing bonds 
when interest rates were abnorm¬ 
ally high. 

Revenue sharing is not a Demo¬ 
cratic or a Republican matter, but 
a bipartsan one. Nevertheless, when 
legislation bearing on revenue shar¬ 
ing is considered by the next Con¬ 
gress, its members will know that 
they can repose full confidence in 
one of their own, Mrs. Spellman, 
in seeking information on how the 
program has worked and advice on 
how it can be made to work better.
